CONSTITUTION  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


PREAMBLE. 


The  people  of  Connecticut,  acknowledging  with  gratitude 
the  good  providence  of  God  in  having  permitted  them  to 
enjov  a  free  government,  do,  in  order  more  effectually  to 
define,  secure,  and  perpetuate  the  liberi  and  privi- 

leges which  they  have  derived  from  their  ancestors,  hereby, 
after  a  careful  consideration  and  revision,  ordain  and  estab- 
lish the  foil  stitution  and  form  of  civ  lent: 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 

DECLARATION   OF   RIGHTS. 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  established, 

Wc  tlectarc. 

i.  That  all  men,  when  they  form  a  social  com- 
pact, are  equal  in  rights;  and  that  no  man  or  set  of  men  are 
entitled  to  exclusive  public  emoluments  or  privileges  from 
the  community. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people, 
and  all  free  governments  are  founded  on  their  authority,  and 
instituted  for  their  benefit;  and  that  they  have  at  all  times 
an  undeniable  and  indefeasible  right  to  alter  their  form  of 
government  in  such  a  manner  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profes- 
sion  and  worship,  without   discrimination,   shall   forever  be

free  to  all  persons  in  this  State,  provided  that  the  right  hereby 
declared  and  established  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  ex- 
cuse acts  of  licentiousness,  or  to  justify  practices  inconsistent 
with  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  State. 

Sec.  4.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  law  to  any 
Christian  sect  or  mode  of  worship. 

Sec.  5.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  pub- 
lish his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the 
abuse  of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  6.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail  or  restrain 
the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press. 

Sec.  7.  Iu  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels,  the 
truth  may  be  given  in  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  have  the 
right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers,  and  possessions  from  unreasonable  searches 
or  seizures,  and  no  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize 
any  person  or  things,  shall  issue  without  describing  them  as 
nearly  as  may  be.  nor  without  probable  cause  supported  by 
oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall 
have  a  right  to  be  heard  by  himself  and  by  counsel;  to  de- 
mand the  nature  and  the  cause  of  the  accusation  ;  to  be  con- 
fronted by  the  witnesses  against  him :  to  have  compulsory 
process  to  obtain  witnesses  in  his  favor:  and  in  all  prosecu- 
tions, by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy  public  trial  by 
an  impartial  jury.  He  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give  evi- 
dence against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property,  but  by  due  course  of  law.  And  no  person  shall  be 
holden  to  answer  for  any  crime,  the  punishment  of  which 
may  be  death  or  imprisonment  for  life,  unless  on  a  present- 
ment or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury:  except  in  the  land  or 
naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time 
of  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  be  arrested,  detained,  or  pun- 
ished, except  in  cases  clearly  warranted  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for 
public  use  without  just  compensation  therefor. 
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-  .  12.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for 
an  injury  done  to  him  in  his  person,  property,  or  reputation, 
shall  have  remedy  by  due  course  of  law.  and  right  and  jus- 
tice administered  without  sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

1.;.     Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  exces- 
sive tines  imposed. 

-  C.  H.  All  prisoners  shall,  before  conviction,  be  baila- 
ble by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offences,  where 
the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption  great ;  and  the 
privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
pended,  unless  when,  in  case  of  a  rebellion  or  invasion,  the 
public  safety  may  require  it ;  nor  in  any  case,  but  by  the  leg- 
islature. 

No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony 
by  the  legislature. 

3  .  1').  The  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  man- 
ner, to  assemble  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those 
invested  with  the  powers  of  government,  for  redress  of  griev- 
ances, or  other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  re- 
monstrance. 

Sec.  IT.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  de- 
fence of  himself  and  the  State. 

Se<\  I8.t  The  militia  shall,  in  all  cases  and  at  all  times, 
be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

.  19.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered 
in  any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner:  nor  in  time 
of  war  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law.

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ARTICLE  THIRD. 

OF    THE    LEGISLATIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be 
vested  in  two  distinct  houses  or  branches;  the  one  to  be 
styled  The  Senate,  the  other  The  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  both  together  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 
The  style  of  their  laws  shall  be,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Assembly  convened. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  one  stated  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  be  holden  in  each  year,  alternately  at  Hartford 
and  New  Haven,  on  the  first  TTednesday  of  May.*  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  judge  neces- 
sary ;  the  first  session  to  be  holden  at  Hartford ;  but  the  per- 
son administering  the  office  of  Governor  may.  on  special 
emergencies,  convene  the  General  Assembly  at  either  of  said 
places,  at  any  other  time.  And  in  case  of  danger  from  the 
prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  in  either  of  said  places,  or 
other  circumstances,  the  person  administering  the  office  of 
Governor  may  by  proclamation  convene  said  Assembly  at  any 
other  place  in  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of 
electors  residing  in  towns  from  which  they  are  elected.  The 
number  of  Representatives  from  each  town  shall  be  the 
same  as  at  present  practiced  and  allowed.  In  case  a  new 
town  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated,  such  new  town  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  representative  only;  f  and  if  such 
new  town  shall  be  made  from  one  or  more  towns,  the  town 
or  towns  from  which  the  same  shall  be  made  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  number  of  Representatives  as  at  present  allowed, 
unless  the  number  shall  be  reduced  by  consent  of  such  town 
or  towns. 

Sec.  4.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  to 
be  chosen  annually  by  the  electors.^: 

Sec.  5.     At  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  held  in  the  several

The  return 
of  votes,  and  the  result  of  the  canvass,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  also  to  the  Senate,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly:  and 
each  House  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  election,  returns,

Sec.  7.  The  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled, 
shall  choose  a  speaker,  clerk,  and  other  officers.  The  Senate 
shall  choose  its  clerk  and  other  off]  t  the  President. 

A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum    to  do 
business:  but  a   smaller  number  may  adjourn   from   day  to 
day.  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members    in  e 
manner,  and  und<  pre-

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Sec.  8.  Eacli  House  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own 
proceedings,  punish  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and, 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other 
powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free 
and  independent  State. 

Sec.  9.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceed- 
ings, and  publish  the  same,  when  required  by  one-fifth  of  its 
members,  except  such  parts  as,  in  the  judgment  of  a  major- 
ity, require  secrecy.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  House  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  pres- 
ent, be  entered  on  the  journals. 

Sec.  10.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall,  in  all 
cases  of  civil  process,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  four  days  before 
the  commencement  and  after  the  termination  of  any  session 
thereof.  And  for  any  speech  of  debate  in  either  House, 
they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  11.  The  debates  of  each  House  shall  be  public,  ex- 
cept on  such  occasions  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  House,  may 
require  secrecy. 

ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
electors  of  the  State,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year* 
from  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  next  succeeding  his  elec- 
tion, and  until  his  successor  be  duly  qualified.  No  person 
who  is  not  an  elector  of  this  State,  and  who  has  not  arrived 
at  the  age  of  thirty  years,  shall  be  eligible. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  electors  in  the  respective

Sec.  11.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by 
authority  of  the  State  of  Connecticut:  slwll  be  sealed  with 
the  State  seal,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  12.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses 
of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor. 
If  he  approves,  he  shall  sign  and  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary, 
but  if  not  he  shall  return  it  to  the  House  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, with  his  objections,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  of  the  House;  who  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the 
bill.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  the  House  shall  again 
pass  it,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  objections,  to  the  other  House, 
which  shall  also  reconsider  it.

orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  record  the  same :  and 
perform  all  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He 
shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of  the  State,  which  shall  not 
be  altered. 

Sec.  19-.  A  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts  shall  be 
annually  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly.*  He  shall 
adjust  and  settle  all  public  accounts  and  demands,  except 
grants  and  orders  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  pre- 
scribe the  mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  all  public  accounts.

Every  white*  male  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  have  gained  a  settlement  in  this  State,  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  resided  in  the  town  in 
which  he  may  offer  himself  to  be  admitted  to  the  privilege 
of  an  elector,  at  least  six  months  preceding;  and  have  a 
freehold  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of  seven  dollars  in  this 
State;  or.  having  been  enrolled  in  the  militia,  shall  have 
performed  military  duty  therein  for  the  term  of  one  year  next 
preceding  the  time  he  shall  offer  himself  for  admission,*  or 
being  liable  thereto  shall  have  been,  by  authority  of  law, 
excused  therefrom ;  or  shall  have  paid  a  State  tax  within 
the  year  next  preceding  the  time  he  shall  present  himself  for 
such  admission;  and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral  character, 
shall,  on  his  taking  such  oath  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
be  an  elector.

Sec.  4.  Every  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in 
this  State,  except  in  cases  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  5.  The  selectmen  and  town  clerk  of  the  several 
towns  shall  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  electors,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  support  the  privilege  of 
free  suffrage,  prescribing  the  manner  of  regulating  and  con- 
ducting meetings  of  the  electors,  and  prohibiting,  under 
adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  therein,  from  power, 
bribery,  tumult,  and  other  improper  conduct. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  State,  or  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors 
shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  8.  At  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  State,  or  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  the  electors  shall  be  privi- 
leged from  arrest  during  their  attendance  upon,  and  going 
to,  and  returning  from  the  same,  on  any  civil  process.

ARTICLE  SEVENTH. 

OF     RELIGION. 

3  CTION  1.  It  being  the  duty  of  all  men  to  worship  the 
Supreme  Being,  the  Great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the 
Universe,  and  their  right  to  render  that  worship  in  the  mode 
most  consistent  with  the  dictates  of  their  consciences,  no 
i  shall  by  law  be  compelled  to  join  or  support,  nor  be 
classed  with,  or  associated  to,  any  -  _  ition,  church,  or 
religious  association.  But  every  person  now  belonging  to 
such  congregation,  church,  or  religious  association,  shall 
remain  a  member  thereof  until  he  shall  have  separated  him- 
self therefrom  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  And 
each  and  every  society  or  denomination  of  Christians  in  this 
shall  have  and  enjoy  the  same  and  equal  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges;  and  shall  have  power  to  support  and 
maintain  the  ministers  or  teachers  of  their  respective  denom- 
inations, and  to  build  and  repair  houses  for  public  worship, 
by  a  tax  on  ti.  >nly,  to  be 

laid  by  a  major  vote  of  the  legal  voters  assembled  at  any 
society  meeting,  warned  and  held  according  to  law,  or  in 
any  other  manner. 

2.  If  any  person  shall  choose  to  separate  himself 
from  the  society  or  denomination  of  Christians  to  which  he 
may  belong,  and  shall  leave  a  written  notice  thereof  with

ARTICLE  EIGHTH. 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Section'  1.     The  charter  of  Yale  College,  as  modified  by 
agreement  with  the  corporation  thereof,  in  pursuance

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Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  in  May.  1792.  is  here- 
by confirmed. 

Sec.  2.  The  fund  called  the  School  Fund  shall  remain  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  ap- 
propriated to  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  public 
or  common  schools  throughout  the  State,  and  for  the  equal 
benefit  of  all  the  people  thereof.  The  value  and  amount 
of  said  fund  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  ascertained  in 
such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe,  pub- 
lished, and  recorded  in  the  Comptroller's  office,  and  no  law 
shall  ever  be  made  authorizing  said  fund  to  be  diverted  to 
any  other  use  than  the  encouragement  and  support  of  pub- 
lic or  common  schools,  among  the  several  school  societies,  as 
justice  and  equity  shall  require. 

ARTICLE  NINTH. 

OF    IMPEACHMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have 
the  sole  power  of  impeaching. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate. 
"When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  af- 
firmation. Xo  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  When  the 
Governor  is  impeached,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor,  and  all  other  executive  and  judi- 
cial officers,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment ;  but  judgments 
in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from 
office  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust, 
or  profit  under  this  State.  The  party  convicted  shall,  never- 
theless, be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punish- 
ment according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in 
levying  war  against  it.  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving 
them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of 
treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the 
same  overt  act.  or  on  confession  in  open  court.  Xo  convic- 
tion of  treason  or  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood 
or  forfeiture. 
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ARTICLE  TENTH. 

GENERAL    PROVISIONS. 

PIOM  1.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all 
officers,  executive  and  judicial,  shall,  before  they  enter  on 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  the  following  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  wit: 

You  do  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm  (as  the  case  may  be), 
that  you  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  so  long  as 
you  continue  a  citizen  thereof;  and  that  you  will  faithfully 
discharge,  according  to  law.  the  duties  of  ....  to  the 
best  of  your  abilities.     So  help  you  God. 

Sec.  2.  Each  town  shall  annually  elect  selectmen,  and 
such  officers  of  local  police  as  the  laws  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  The  rights  and  duties  of  all  corporations  shall 
remain  as  if  this  Constitution  had  not  been  adopted ;  with 
the  exception  of  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  are 
contained  in  this  Constitution.  All  judicial  and  civil  officers 
now  in  office,  who  have  been  appointed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  commissioned  according  to  law,  and  all  such 
officers  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  Assembly,  and 
commissioned  as  aforesaid,  before  the  first  Wednesday  of 
May  next,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
day  of  June  next,  unless  they  shall  before  that  time  resign, 
or  be  removed  from  office  according  to  law.  The  Treasurer 
and  Secretary  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  shall  be  appointed  under  this  Constitution.  All 
military  officers  shall  continue  to  hold  and  exercise  their 
respective  offices  until  they  shall  resign  or  be  removed  ac- 
cording to  law.  All  laws  not  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent 
with,  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  remain  in 
force  until  they  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  shall 
be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  Constitution.  The  validity  of  all  bonds,  debts, 
contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  or 
the  State,  of  all  suits,  actions,  or  rights  of  action,  both  in 
law  and  equity,  shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken 
place.  The  Governor.  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  General

Assembly,  which  is  to  be  formed  in  October  next,  shall  have 
and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authorities  not  repugnant  to, 
or  inconsistent  with,  this  Constitution,  which  they  now  have 
and  possess,  until  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  next. 

Sec.  4.  No  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  or  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Errors;  no  member  of  Congress;  no  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States; 
no  person  holding  the  office  of  Treasurer,  Secretary,  or 
Comptroller;  no  sheriff,  or  sheriff's  deputy  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  ELEVENTH. 

OF    AMENDMENTS   TO  THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  deem  it  necessary  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution, 
they  may  propose  such  alteration  and  amendments ;  which 
proposed  amendments  shall  be  continued  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  be  published  with  the  laws  which  may 
have  been  passed  at  the  same  session  ;  and  if  two- thirds  of 
each  House,  at  the  next  session  of  said  Assembly,  shall  ap- 
prove the  amendments  proposed,  by  yeas  and  nays,  said 
amendment  shall,  by  the  Secretary,  be  transmitted  to  the 
town  clerk  in  each  town  in  the  State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  present  the  same  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  their  con- 
sideration, at  a  town  meeting,  legally  warned  and  held  for 
that  purpose;  and  if  it  shall  appear,  in  a  manner  to  be  pro- 
vided by  law,  that  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  at  such 
meetings  shall  have  approved  such  amendments,  the  same 
shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  this 
Constitution.

given  by  the  electors  for  Governor.  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts, 
and  to  report  the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find 
elected  to  those  offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall 
have  been  accepted,  a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives,  shall  be  appointed,  to  in- 
form the  Governor  personally  of  his  election  and  of  the 
organization  of  the  two  houses,  and  their  readiness  to  receive 
his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  there  shall  be  appointed  twenty-two 
Joint  Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of 
one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives  (except  the  Committee 
on  Engrossed  Bills,  which  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
three  Representatives),  viz.: 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts 
and  judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  propositions 
relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 
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2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund,  the 
amount,  value,  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to 
secure  its  improvement  and  permanent  safety. 

.'5d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion all  such  matters  relative  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks,  and 
Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon.

RULES  TO  REGULATE  THE  PROCEEDINGS 

OF   THE 

SENATE  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved^  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  adopted  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
Senate,  and  they  shall  be  read  at  the  commencement  of  each 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Clerk. 

1st.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day.  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  after 
prayer  shall  immediately  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  The  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  decide  ques- 
tions of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting.  The  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  the 
first  put,  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
taken  upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest  time 
proposed. 

3d.  No  member  shall  in  any  way  interrupt  the  business 
of  the  Senate  while  the  Journal  or  public  papers  are  in  read- 
ing, nor  when  any  member  is  speaking  in  debate,  nor  while 
the  President  is  putting  the  question. 

4th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  and  respect- 
fully address  "Mr.  President"]  if  two  or  more  arise  at  once, 
the  President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

5th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  to  explain. 
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6th.     W  Date,  no   motion 

shall  be  received  bur  to  adjourn,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to- 
me indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  date,  to  com- 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged,  and  a  mo- 
tion for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided 
without  debate.

more  than  once.

5.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  lobby,  or  aisles  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared.

THE  CAPITOL  BUILDING. 


The  capitol  building  located  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  is  a 
marble  structure,  that  for  beauty  of  design,  grandeur  of  style, 
harmony  of  proportions,  and  adaptability  may  challenge  com- 
parison with  any  public  building  in  the  couutry.  Its  situa- 
tion on  the  west  side  of  Bushnell  Park,  on  an  eminence  over- 
looking the  city,  and  in  the  midst  of  beautiful  surroundings, 
is  peculiarly  fortunate,  not  only  for  the  transaction  of  legisla- 
tive .and  judicial  business,  but  for  a  display  of  the  elegant 
proportions  and  the  material  of  the  building.  The  style  of 
the  structure  may  be  called  modern  gothic,  or  an  adaptation 
of  gothic  to  civic  purposes.  The  building  has  four  fronts 
nearly  corresponding  with  the  four  cardinal  points  of  the 
compass.  Its  extreme  length  is  296  feet,  extreme  width  190 
feet,  and  its  height  to  the  top  of  roof  93,  and  to  top  of  crown- 
ing figure  on  the  dome  25?  feet.  The  foundation  and  cellar 
walls  are  of  brown  stone  masonry,  laid  in  cement  mortar. 
The  outer  walls  are  faced  with  granite  up  to  the  plinth. 
The  outer  upper  walls  above  the  granite  are  of  white  marble 
facings,  backed  with  brick-work.  Over  the  main  entrances 
the  outer  walls  are  supported  by  polished  granite  columns 
with  capitals  of  carved  marble,  the  columns  supporting 
pointed  arches  with  tympana  richly  ornamented  with  mould- 
ings and  carved  crockets.  These  tympana,  representing  the 
upper  portions  of  gothic  arches,  are  intended  to  receive  his- 
torical and  symbolical  carvings,  as  they  may  hereafter  be 
ordered.  One  representing  the  famous  Charter  Oak  tree  has 
already  been  finished,  and  is  situated  over  the  door  of  the 
east  entrance.  It  is  very  artistic  in  design,  and  was 
executed  by  Leopold  Zaleski,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.  On 
each  of  the  four  fronts  of  the  building  are  also  carved  corbels 
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projecting  from  the  walls,  which  support  columns  capped 
with  pedestals  for  the  reception  of  statues,  a  carved  marble 
canopy  over  each  pedestal  completing  the  niche.  Of  these 
there  are  twenty-six  in  all.  Two  statues  have  been  placed 
in  position  on  the  east  front.  One  a  statue  of  Governor 
Jonathan  Trumbull,  "  Brother  Jonathan  "  of  revolutionary 
memory,  the  other  Roger  Sherman,  a  Connecticut  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  They  are  by  Ives,  the 
well-known  sculptor,  a  native  of  Connecticut,  and  are  cut 
from  tine  statuary  marble.  Another,  that  of  Nathan  Hale, 
the  martyr-spy,  is  in  process  of  construction.  Between  these 
statue  niches  are  medallion  stones  intended  for  the  reception 
o£  heads  and  profiles.  Two  are  now  finished,  and  occupy  a 
place  on  the  east  side  of  the  building.  The  one  on  the  south 
side  of  the  entrance  is  a  head  and  bust  of  the  late  Rev. 
Horace  Bushnell,  D.D..  LL.D..  from  whom  Bushnell  Park 
derives  its  name,  the  other  on  the  north  side,  a  head  and 
bust  of  Noah  Webster,  LL.D.  Both  medallions  were 
modeled  by  Mr.  Carl  Conrads.  a  noted  Hartford  sculptor. 

The  dormer  windows  on  the  roof,  which  make  >o  marked 
a  feature  and  so  finely  relieve  the  otherwise  naked  slopes, 
are  of  marble  richly  carved.  The  marble  used  in  the  build- 
ing is  from  quarries  in  Bast  Canaan,  Connecticut,  and  is  con- 
sidered by  the  supervising  architect  and  civil  engineer  as  a 
strong,  reliable  building  stone.  The  granite  is  from  Westerly, 
R.  I.,  Cape  Ann,  Mass..  Jonesboro,  Maine,  and  Stony  Creek, 
Conn. 

From  the  foundation  to  the  roof,  the  piers  and  the  tower 
for  the  support  of  the  dome  are  rectangular,  being  corbeled 
out  at  the  roof  to  receive  the  exterior  tower,  which  is  in 
cross  section  a  dodecagon  making  a  twelve-sided  tower 
supporting  a  cone  27  feet  high  from  springing-point  to  apex, 
which  is  surmounted  by  a  lantern  45  feet  high,  crowned 
with  a  colossal  winged  figure  of  bronze.  15  feet  high,  designed 
by  Randolph  Rogers,  and  denominated  the  "Genius  of  Con- 
necticut." Around  the  base  of  the  cone  forming  the  done 
are  twelve  figures,  symbolical  or  allegorical  in  character, 
representing  Agriculture,  Commerce,  Science.  Art,  Force, 
Law,  etc.,  and  are  by  J  Q.  A.  Ward,  the  designer  of  the 
Putnam  statue  on  Bushnell  Park. 
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THE   INTERIOR. 

Inside  the  building  there  are  two  main  stairways  leading 
from  the  north  and  south  entrances,  but  easily  approachable 
from  those  on  the  east  and  west.  These  stairways  are  of 
marble,  with  steps  and  platforms  of  Westerly  granite,  and 
ornamented  with  46  columns  of  the  beautiful  Stony  Creek 
granite.  On  the  north  and  south  walls,  which  are  frescoed, 
are  medallions,  four  in  number,  containing  the  coat  of  arms 
of  Connecticut  and  of  the  United  States,  and  the  figures  of 
Liberty  and  Justice. 

THE    SENATE    CHAMBER 

is  situated  on  the  second  floor,  and  has  a  superficial  area 
of  50  by  40  feet,  with  a  height  from  floor  to  ceiling  of  37 
feet.  It  has  three  windows  on  the  east  front  of  the  build- 
ing admitting  direct  light,  and  the  central  panel  in  the  ceil- 
ing is  also  a  sky-light.  In  this  room  is  the  original  portrait 
of  Washington,  taken  from  life,  by  Stuart,  estimated  to  be 
worth  #50.000.' 

There  are  galleries  on  the  north  and  south  side,  which  seat 
about  50  persons  each. 

THE    REPRESENTATIVES    HALL 

The  hall  of  the  representatives  has  a  floor  area  84  by  56 
feet  and  a  height  of  49  feet.  It  is  situated  on  the  south  pro- 
jection of  the  building,  on  the  same  floor  with  the  Senate, 
and  is  lighted  by  windows  on  the  east  and  south,  the 
gallery  for  spectators  being  on  the  north  side,  on  which  side 
is  the  Speaker's  desk. 

The  leugth  of  the  representatives  hall  is  from  east  to  west, 
and  the  floor  is  a  series  of  platforms,  four  feet  six  inches 
wide,  with  risers  or  steps  of  seven  inches.  On  these  the 
members'  desks  and  seats  are  arranged  in  amphitheatrical 
form,  with  raised  aisles,  leaving  the  space  around  the 
Speaker's  desk  for  center. 

THE   GOVERNOR'S   ROOMS. 

The  Governor's  rooms  consist  of  a  private  office  and 
audience    room    in   the   southwest    corner   of    the    second 
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floor,  lighted  by  windows  on  the  south  and  west.  The  oak 
wainscoting  and  oak  mantels  in  these  rooms  are  very  sub- 
stantial and  elegant,  and  the  decorations  and  furniture  are 
of  the  most  elabarate  character. 

LIEUT. -GOVERNORS    ROOMS. 

The  corner  rooms  north  and  south  of  the  Senate  chamber, 
at  the  east  end  of  the  building,  are  for  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  They 
are  similar  in  finish  to  the  Governor's  rooms. 

THE   SECRETARY. 

The  Northwest  corner  rooms  on  the  second  floor  are 
for  the  Secretary.  They  are  lighted  by  windows  on  the 
north  and  west,  and  correspond  in  size  to  the  Governor's 
rooms. 

STATE    DEPARTMENT    ROOMS. 

On  the  ground  floor  are  the  rooms  of  the  Comptroller, 
Treasurer.  Insurance  Commissioner,  Adjutant-General,  and 
Paymaster-General. 

THE    SUPREME    COURT,    STATE    LIBRARY,    ETC. 

The  Supreme  Court  room  is  on  the  second  floor  in  the 
west  portion  of  the  building,  and  is  lighted  by  six  windows, 
on  the  west  side,  arranged  »in  tw  -  50X31   feet  on 

the  floor,  and  has  a  height  of  35  feet  from  floor  to  ceiling. 
The  State  Library  room  is  on  this  floor  and  has  a  superficial 
area  of  85X55  feet,  with  a  height  the  same  as  that  of  the 
Supreme  Court  room—  !t  ia  situated  on  the  north 

center,  its  north  windows  overlooking  the  northern  entrance. 
In  this  room  there  will  be  found  upon  the  walls  all  of  the 
portraitsof  the  governors  of  this  S  epting  thirt< 

The  Railroad  and  Capitol  Comi  :         Hoards  of 

Education  and  Health,  also  have  rooms  on  this  floor. 

On  the  fourth  floor  there  ifi  dock  with  seventeen 

dials,  connected  with  the  several   rooms  by  the  e 
tem. 
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ARRANGEMENT    OF    THE    ROOMS. 

All  even  numbered  rooms  are  on  the  north  side  of  the 
building;  all  the  odd  numbered  on  the  south  side.  On  the 
first  floor,  east  end,  they  are  numbered  from  1  to  10;  on  the 
second  floor  21  to  30;  on  the  third  floor  41  to  50.  On  the 
first  floor,  west  end,  they  are  numbered  from  11  to  20;  on 
the  second  floor,  31  to  40  ;  on  the  third  floor  51  to  60. 

THE    COST    OF    THE   BUILDING. 

The  erection  of  the  building  commenced  in  1872  and  was 
finished  in  1878.  The  formal  transfer  by  the  commissioners 
to  the  State  authorites  took  place  Jan.  1,  1879.
